“The method of keeping cut flowers 
in good condition might be followed 
in relation to the trees,” he said. “ E x ­ 
p e r ie n c e has proved that if the tree 
is set in a container of water it will 
remain fresh for a longer time. Tie- 
tiny cells in tile wood will cause tie 
water to rise in the stem thereby < li­ 
aising the trees to retain their nee­ 
dles and keep green.” 
Spruce and fir trees, according to 
Bogardus, will retain their leaves for 
a longer period than any other tree. 
Other native trees such as the hem 
lock, pine and cedar also are popular
